It is written thou shalt live by ster | 
word that proceedeth from the mout 
of God; this is devolving upon us. 

_ Jesus was reviled, yet he reviled not 
again, but prayed for his enemies, and 
when persecuted even to the death he 
said, ‘‘ Father forgive them for they 
know not what they do.” He set us 
an example being filled with love, and 
kindly feelings for all men, and he asks 
us to walk in the same path. Spoke 
on the subject of the gathering, and 
building Temples. The Saints have 
this mission, that they may be enabled 
to save their dead, who have died 
without a knowledge of the truth, and 
to become saviors and s upon 
Mount Zion. These things have been 
revealed to the Latter-day Saints,—we 
speak of what we know and invite a 
strict examination of the principles we 
teach.

Do not believe 
in this death-bed repentance so much 
u upon the people. 

Ider Nuttall had pleasure in meet- 
ing with the Saints at Merthyr—spoke 
on the signs of the times as portentons. 
of the last days when the judgments 
of God shall come upon the earth. 
Said it is the duty of all men to in- 
vestigate and consider who they are, 
and the designs of the Almighty in 
their being here. The promise of re- 
demption is to all who hear and obey. 
Testified to his knowledge of the work 
as revealed in these last days, and of 
the personal character of Prest. Brig: 
ham Young and the leaders of 
Church, as men of God. Urged all 
present to be honest with themselves, 
to take time and investigate the truths 
as uttered by his brethren and pro- 
mised they should know W 
are of God or of man.

Prest. Smith said: We spend a 
great deal of our time in secular pur- 
suits, in labor and toil, our thoughts 
and minds being drawn out * 
worldly affairs— very little of our time 
is spent in reflection upon things of a 
— better and future existence. 

en we ask our friends what they 
know of the future, there is not per- 
haps one in ten, no matter how well 
he may be situated, wealthy or good, 
can tell you anything clearly or posi- 
tively in regard thereto. Ask our 
neighbors, friends, ourselves, and even 
those who have received the testimony 
J — do you of 
that world beyond the grave, o 0 
of the divinity of this cited 
the Bible? Do you know there id a 
being whom we call God that dwells 
in eternity, the creator of all things? 
What do you know of Jesus Christ 
who was sent into the world—have 
you received a knowledge or seen into 
the future, the third heaven,” as said 
by Paul, or reoeived communica- 
tion from the other world, or beheld a 
resurrected being, or a heavenly mes- 
senger to tell you how things exist 
there? No, the world do not claim any 
of these things, and having been told 
they are no longer necessary, are satis- 
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fied. The Spiritualists claim to have 
spirit-rappings and visitations of spi- 

ts. I would ask the Spiritualists, 
have these spirits revealed anything 
more than you naturally or personally 
know? What have they given you! 
What knowledge, power, or gift of 
God calculated to save you in the 
presence of the Father and Son? Has 
any of them commanicated to man on 
the earth a knowledge of the order of 
the government of God, or of those 
things pertaining to man’s exaltation ? 
Not one solitary thing do they tell, 
that they did not know while in the 
flesh. They cannot teach you what 
they did not know in the flesh, and in 
nine cases out of ten they may have 
been more ignorant in the flesh than 

u are to-day. If we want revela. 
Lon, or to know those things that will 
gave us in the presence of God, we 
must go to the proper fountain, and 
not to the source from beneath. As the 
heavens are above the earth, so are 
God’s ways above man’s ways. I sa 
the Gospel is simple, plain and rational, 
that the wayfaring man, though a fool, 
may not err therein. 

t about those disembodied spi- 
rits? Let me give you a key, and 
cited 2 Cor. 12th chap., 2ad verse, the 
words of Paul. Spoke of the sun, 
moon and stars as typical of the glories 
of the celestial, terrestrial and telestial 
kingdoms. The celestial glory is the 
place where those will go who have 
washed their robes and made them 
white in the blood of the Lamb—those 
who were valiant in the testimony of 


Jesus, and were true to him. While | 
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those who were not valiant, were not 
faithful, and would not endure the 
truth, but loved darkness rather than 
light, would they go to the cvlestial 

radise? No never. Jesus said, 

here [ am and where my Father is, 
they never can come, worlds without 
end. Those who have died without 
the Gospel will have the privilege of 
hearing it and embracing it, and may 
receive an exaltation in the kindom of 
God. In the economy of heaven all 
men have been provided for, and by 
our own volition we save or damn 
ourselves eternally. Prest. Smith’s 
discourse was replete with good instruc- 
tion and counsel. 

Prest. Hughes felt to bear testimony 
to the remarks of the several speakers, 


and to comfort the Saints in the Work 


of God.

Elder John H. Smith said: I appear 
before you to speak of things of which 
I do know. We as Latter-day Saints 
believe in a practical religion, in which 
to our faith must be added works. 
The Apostle James says, that faith 


without works is dead.” We also 
find recorded in the 11th chapter of 
Hebrews, that ‘‘through faith we 
understand that the worlds were frame 

by the word of God ;” without faith 
it is impossible to please God ;” “by 
faith, Noah being warned of God, pre- 
pared an Ark to the saving of his 
house ;” by faith Moses led the child- 
ren of Israel through the Red Sea as 
by dry land. We also read that the 


a 
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Lord has established a code of laws 
and commandments for our guidance; 
but where must we look for that peo- 
ple who live up to and put in practice 
those laws and commandments, and 
who claim to have tbe power — 
by the ancient Prophets and Apostles ? 
There are none but the Latter-d 
Saints, and they know by strict obedi- 
ence to the commandments and by the 
revelations of God, of the truth of the 
Work in which they are engaged. We 
come before you with the same mes- 
sage as borne by our Savior and his 
Apostles, and with the plan of salva- 
tion as laid down by them, which will 
save mankind in the presence of God, 
if they will receive it. 

Elder McFarland said: Our testi- 


moöny if given before courts, or on the 
subjects of philosophy, history, ana- 
tomy, Ko., weuld be listened to and 


believed, but when we speak on reli- 
gion as set forth in the Bible, claimed 
as the standard of Christianity, we are 
leoked upon with suspicion and with 
doubt. One reason for this is that 
men have had so many forms of reli- 
ion presented before them, all claim- 
to be right, that they are almost 
driven to infidelity. We now come 
and declare that God has spoken again 
te man. This may appear unreason- 
able to some, but it should not, for 
such things have been predicted and 
must transpire, and all have the op- 
portunity of testing what we say as to 
its truth. We read that no man 
knoweth the things of God, but by the 
Spirit of God. We declare to you 
that God has revealed himself to man, 
and given him this knowledge in this 
the nineteenth century, and my bre- 
thren here are living witnesses of these 
truths. We read that in the last days 
the God of heaven would set up his 
kingdom never more to be thrown 
down. Where will we find this king- 
dom? If the Latter-day Saints are 
not that kingdom or the people spoken 
of, which I know they are, then there 
is no such kingdom or people, for no 
sect or party lays any claim to be 
so. I do not know of one principle 
of Mormonism” but what will exhalt 
mankind—it teaches virtue and every- 
thing that is good and honorable. We 
know that Brigham Young is a good 


man, and has done more for mankind 


than any other man now living. We 


know of what we speak; ve know that 
Jesus is the Christ, that God has 
again spoken from the heavens, and 
that this record (the Bible) is true, 
You can get this knowledge yourselves. 

Prest. Smith said: We — heard 
the testimonies of these my brethren 
in relation to the truth of the doctrines 
believed in by the Latter-day Saints, 
I am ple to say I have been ac- 

uainted with these men, some of 
— for many years, and I know them 
to be men of truth, whose words can 
be relied upon. It would go hard 
with a man accused of crime who had 
such witnesses to testify against him, 
as these men have testified of the 
restoration of the Church of Christ. 
Their testimony would be taken in 
any court, and cannot be impeached ; 
they are known as men of truth and 
they lie not; they speak by the spirit 
of the Holy Ghost, and these things 
are worthy of your serious considera- 
tion: they are a “savor of life unto 
life or death unto death.” You will 
admit that a man-made system will 
not save men in the presence of 
clothed with immortality and ete 
lives. Jesus preached the Gospel and 
set the example that those who then 
lived, that now live, and ever will 
live, must follow, according to the 
plan he revealed, or they cannot be 
saved. Weread that the Gospel was 
taught to Abraham, Moses, and the 
Prophets, so that they had it before 
the days of Jesus—they looking for- 
ward to that time, and offered sacri- 
fices in anticipation of his coming. 

Adam had the Gospel, for when he 
fell the Lord did not leave him te 
grope as it were in the dark, but sent 
angels to minister to him, and from 
whom he learned the plan of salvation 
which was instituted before the earth 
was formed. 

Before Lucifer rebelled, it was pre- 
arranged in the councils of God that 
man should be redeemed by the atone- 
ment of Jesus, therefore he was 
the Lamb slain from before the foun- 
dation of the world. 

What is salvation? It is for man 
to be saved from the consequences of 
sin, whether by his own acts or those 
of another; for we know that sins of 
parents sometimes follow the children 
to the third and fourth generation. 
This is a true principle and we cannot

e declare that it is upon this founda- 
tion we stand, that God has revealed 
himself again to man, that he is po 
respecter of persons, that he has not 
closed his mouth or shortened his arm 
towards us, but that he is willing to 
impart knowledge to us as he did to 
Abraham. 

The ministers say all that is neces- 

for the salvation of man is con- 
tained in the Bible, and that commu- 
nication between God and man is cut 
off, making God a partial being, deal- 
ing with his children in ene age differ- 
ently than in another. God has never 
said that he would not again talk with 
the children of men. 

We, as Latter-day Saints, are not 
dependent upon man for the knowledge 
we have, and do not expect to gain 
our salvation through man ; none but 
our Father in heaven can give us this 
knowledge. The testimony of Jesus 
is the gift of eternal life. We can and 
do bear testimony of what we know by 
the power of God, having received this 
knowledge from him. e cannot be 


_ deceived so long as we rely upon him, 


abide in his truth, and enjoy his Spirit 
to teach us his mind and will. No 
one can rob us of this testimony but 
ourselves. May God bless you all in 


the name of Jesus. Amen.

VENGEANCE IS THE LORD’S.

The following incidents are here 
chronicled, not as items of news, but 
as things worthy of nptice. 

Threo weeks ago to-day, on the af- 
ternoon of, Thursday, March 11th, 
thousands of the inhabitants of Utah, 
young and old of both sexes, were 
rendered justly indignant over the 
case of President Brigham Young’s 
being sentenced to prison by Chief- 
Justice J. B. McKean. His bonor 
taking occasion to misconstrue a delay 
on the part of President Young to 
comply with an unjust and senseless 
erder—which delay was made to test 
the question of right of appeal—as 
contempt of Court, sentenced him to 

y a fine of $25, and to be imprisoned 
for twenty-four hours. 

Contempt of Court! Had it been 
for feelings of contempt for the man- 
ner in which the Chief Justice had 
-conducted his public affairs, that this 
insult was offered, every man and wo- 
man of good judgment and pure sen- 
timents, who has been acquainted with 
his official career in this Territory, 
might as justly have been committed 
to fine and imprisonment. 

However, the sentence was passed. 
President Young was taken to the 
penitentiary, and a whole people ex- 
asperated by the indignity offered. 


But whatever might have been felt, 
however great the desire of many must 
have been to take some action by way 
of avenging the outrage, nothing was 
done. There was nothing that could 
be done—allowing wisdom to dictate— 
by any individual in Utah. 

Upwards of a thousand women took 
the opportunity afforded for repre- 
senting the respect and reverence in 
which President Young is held by this 
people, by signing a petition asking for 
his release, which was presented to 
Governor Axtell. The Governor was 
powerless to act inthe matter, but the 
prompt action taken by the ladies was 
nevertheless commendable. 

In less than a week from the day on 
which the Judge ordered President 
Young to prison, he was himself re- 
moved from office. Possibly the two 
circumstances have no real connection, 
as other incidents of Kean’s unwise 
course of procedure was reported at 
Washington previous to his removal, 
by lawyer Geo. E. Whitney, with 
whom he had had hard words. 

But whatever the cause of his re- 
moval, it brought the same satisfacto 
result. And in it, to those who 
for understanding, an oft told lesson

No unprejudiced traveler can pass. 
through their country without carrying 
away an impression highly favorable 
to their morality, honesty, and per- 
severing industry. No people seem 
so completely to live out their religion 
in daily life; by no modern church 
are duties of a religious life more 
strictly inculcated. In no dwelling, 
however poor, is a meal partaken of 
without first invoking divine blessing. 
Dancing and all assemblies of amuse- 
ment and instruction are opened and 
closed with prayer. That such a com- 
munity, now thoroughly organized, 
cemented by persecution, bound toge- 
ther by the strongest social and reli- 
gious ties, can be broken up by official 
or legal instrumentalities, past history 
shows to be untenable. The lecture. 
closed with a vivid picture of the de- 
solation that will follow a military 
invasion of Utah. ‘‘ Nauvoo, the 
beautiful city,” after a lapse of nearly 
thirty years has not yet recovered 
from the desolation following the 
Mormon expulsion of 1846.

Sera M. BLA Intelligence has been received from 
‘Cache County, of the death at that place, yesterday afterneon, March 17th, 
1875, of Major Seth M. Blair, an old and well-known resident of this Terri- 
tory. Major Blair may be said to have been the patriarch of the Utah bar 
having been appointed U. S. Attorney for Utah by President Fillmore, an 
being the first holding that office here. He was a major in the famous Texan 
Rangers and took part in several battles which secured to Texas her indepen- 
dence. He was a personal friend of General Sam Heuston, and a letter writ- 
ten to the latter by Major Blair, published first in the Washington Star, and 
subsequently in many journals throughout the Union, was one of the means 
of turning the scale of the ‘‘contractors’ war” against Utah. The Major was 
firm in his friendships, and the last time the writer conversed with him after 
he had had a severe spell of sickness, he said that while ill he had called a 
portion of his family to him and told them never to go back on Mormonism,” 
as he knew it to be the truth, and wished them to note that and remember it 
‘in case he should drop off.
